The essentiaf'truth of Ihe Genesis 
story, with- Its allegory of the ser- 
pent, and tho apple, and the'Tree 
of.;Knowledge of Good and Evil, 
s that man sinned and-fell-and 
.hat the,essence of sin is disobed- 
ience to the divine command.

Genesis :rcpresentes man's sin1 


as eating of .the forbidden fruit, 
and Ihc fact that in his disobedr 
ence man --became conscious of 
wrong, and a moral being, capable 
of distinguishing between good and 
evil, has led some to say lhal "Ihc 


.A. wu.s a fal1 "Pward." In line 
wilh Ihis is Ihe notion lhal sin is 
i sort of lesser good, a factor in 
uiman progress, man learning by 
his mistakes, as a burnt child 
dreads the. fire. 


This was all very plausible, and 
pleasant; but we don't hear much 
of it today. It doesn't accord with 
the Bible or.the facts of life.'We 
see sin, not as a "lesser good," 
but' as something inherently and 
desperately wicked. When man dis- 
regards God's commandments we 
see how fiendishly he can treat 
us fellowmen. There is no fall 
upward in such ficndishnoss. 


We are conscious1 today, loo, of 
the consequences 
of 
man's sin. 
Adam and Eve lost the idyllic 
Garden of Eden, but can we not 
see in that a symbol of the Eden 
)f peace, and prosperily, and con- 
enlmcnl and happiness, that man 
has lost today through sin and 
selfishness, and hatred and strife? 
The knowledge and inventive gen- 
ius that ought lo have blessed 
nan and added lo his happiness 
lave been turned to discovering 
and-dcveloping newer and more po- 
werful weapons of destruclion and 
ways of using ihcm. Il is of no use 
simply lo wring our hands and 
deplore war; we have discovered 
:hat 
sinners and aggressors have 
to be stopped. But wars arise from 
sm and wrong-doing, and man pays 
a terrible price for disregarding 
God s way of peace and righteous- 
ness and love. It is estimated lhal 
60 million people have losl their 
lives in World War II, and there 
can be no estimate of the sacri- 
fices and suffering of other mil- 
lion's of Ihe living. 


But over against man's sin and 


failure stand God's promises, and 
God's redeeming grace. If il were 
not for these, man must have per- 
ished completely long ago. The 
world is not all evil. War ilself 
brings oul the human herilagc of 
courage, dveolion lo a cause and 
willingness lo die lhal olhcrs may 
live/ 


.Man-has sinned and failed; bul 
God is nol dead. His promises are 
fulfilled'in counllcss numbers, who 
love Him and who love Iheir fel- 
lowmen. Sodom mighl have been 
spared, had 
Ihere been a 
few 
righteous men within its wicked 
gates. There are many righteous 
in this war-stickcn, sinful world of 
today, and they are the hope and 
assurance of its salvation.

Washington — No greater politi- 
cal phenomenon has occurred in 
Washington recently than Ihe case 
of'Harry Hopkins. 
: .For a good many years, Hop- 
kins, 'as close advisor lo Prcsidcnl 
Robsevell and probably his mosl 
mtjrnate friend, was the targel of 
consistent 
atlacks, 
parlicularly 
froni conservalive Democrals and 
Republicans. 


Since Pearl Harbor many of his* 
old New Dealer friends had been 
grumbling, loo. They felt he had 
thrown them over and turned his 
back on the social gains that were 
the objective of the 
early 
New 
Deal. 


Hopkins 
undoubtedly 
would 
have been atlacked more had he 
been subject to thai vulnerabilily 
which goes wilh being in Ihe spol- 
hghl. It wasn't often lhat his de- 
tractors- could pet their teelh inlo 
anything. Nevertheless, they never 
lei up. 


When Prcsidcnl Roosevell died, 
Hopkins 
was 
in a Rochester, 


Minn., clinic undergoing treatment 
for the illness which has plagued I 
him for so long. He came to tho 
funeral, but he went right back. It 
was freely predicted here that he 
would be the first of the old White 
House gang to go. 


Prcsidenl Truman has upscl as 
many predictions in the brief time 
he has been in office as President 
Roosevell evL-r did in a similar 
period. He called Hopkins back to 
Washington and sent him on lhal 
Mission lo Moscow. Hopkins' old 
foes, parlicularly on Capilol Hill, 


.©- 


shook their heads, even if 
they 
didn't say much. 
.Since his relurn, it has been a 
different story. Many have sud- 
denly become vocal in Hopkins' 
praise. As a mailer of fad,, Hop- 
kins probably hasn't had so much 
praise since he entered Ihc Wash- 
ington picture. 


President Truman started It off 
by expressing belief that the Hop- 
kins report, as a Whole, was very 
encouraging. Cementing . relations 
with Russia and her western al- 
lies is far from an easy task. The 
road ahead is a rocky one, but if 
it is passable al all it seems cer- 
tain that no small credit is due 


Many who have praised Hopkins 
don't know he took his life in his 
"nncls when ho made thai trip. In 
March, 
intimates 
say, Hoc- 
kins seemed better than in many 
months, but a few weeks later the

Jap Spy Ring

on June 7 and 8. They included 
four Japanese civilians, two Japa- 
nese soldiers, and one Filipino ci- 
vilian. 


The spies infiltrated 
American 
lines after MacArthur arrived at 
Manila. They were armed with re- 
volvers and grenades 
and 
Ihey 
made allcmpts lo gel within range 
of MacArlhur. However, Ihey were 
never able lo get close enough lo 
do any damage. 


The plotters asked 
too 
many 
questions, and that probably was 
their undoing. They

questioned Manila residents about 
MacArthur's movements. They also 
had been instructed to determine 
the schedule of movements of other 
high officers here. 


The Japanese spies were trained 
al a spy school at Santa Inez in 
Rizal province. Many Japanese ci- 
vilians were inducted into the army 
there as intelligence operators. 


They all were given a thousand 
pesos and armed after the training 
course was completed. Then the 
commanding officer told them: 
"You are now dead." 
The spies then were sent out to 
pcnetrale Ihe American lines and 
learn as much military informa- 
tion as possible.

Bar Civilians

Uncle Sam's departments has dis- 
covered thai the best way to gei 
people to quit asking for informa- 
tion is to charge them for it. It's 
the Census Bureau. 
You don'.t hear much about the 
Census Bureau .these days. 
Even 
in days .of .peace, when the world 
isn't cluttered .up with big news, 
you don't hear much about 
the 
Census Bureau except a 10-year in- 
tervals. 
But the Census Bureau has -been 
as harassed .by the war as any of 
us. Even with no noses to count 
for another five years it has 'been 
tossing in its sleep over manpower 
problems. 
, 
Since Pearl Harbor, about one 
out of every 100 Americans (the 
CB likes to .put things 'that way) 
has asked for information <thal will 
help .in 
establishing 
citizenship. 
Many persons, even .during peace- 
time, .ask Census 
aid 
to prove 
where and when they were born. 
Where ibirth certificates cannot -be 
obtained, Census records rank high 
in legal acceptability .as proof -of 
time, place and parents. 
But to get statistical again, as 
Census Director J. C. Capt nearly 
always does — 
Since Pearl Harbor the bureau 
has mailed out more than 1,400,000 
transcripts of personal data, 
re- 
quring more -than 3,000,000 dips in- 
to Census files. This doesw't take 
into consideration '750,000 .queries 
made on other than personal mat- 
ters. 
Two out of lhr.ee of these tran- 
scripts were sought to .qualify for 
war industry of government jobs, 
which gives you some idea .of what 
the war has done to that division 
of the bureau.

^THis Meeting of Big Three 
to Be Crucial One of Entire 
Series, Mackenzie Believes

The- tot thcoming meeting of the 
Big Three — America, Russia and 
Britain-,— in Berlin is likely to be 
the'most crucial of the series, of 
which it is the third. 
To put it another way, it's the 
most difficult diplomatic hurdle we 
have taken. If we clear it (or let's 
be optimistic and say when we 
clear it) we shall have a much 
more open run ahead of us. In short 
it may well be decisive in determin- 
ing the future relations of this pow- 
erful trio which is playing Atlas to 
a world in search of lasting peace. 
Previous meetings of the 
Big 
Three — at Teheran and Yalta — 
had:. an unbreakable bond to hold 
them"'together. That was the war 
against Hitler the Hun. Good horse- 
sense kept the political differences 
— whirh were numerous and a 
times difficult — within the bounds 
demanded by an air-tight military 
alliance. 
;But vital .questions of post-war 
adjustment remained to be settled. 
We may assume, I believe that at 
least some of these will come up 
sit the. Berlin meeting. Upon their 
solution; of course, depends the con 
vUntied unit of the Big Three, and 
( 
,'apon^ that unity in turn depends the 
[future of peace. President Truman 
L\as put it this way: 
"The 
all-important thing which 
confronts us is that the unily, mu- 
tual confidence and respect which 
.resuJted in the 
military 
victory 
should be continued to make secure 
a just and durable peace." 


It .would be mighty interesting if 


j we/-could lift the roof off the con- 
ference house in Berlin and 
see 
.Messrs Truman, Stalin and Church- 
ill in'action. For the first time the 
Big Three will be facing one an 
other without the restraint imposed 
by-.military necessity. It will be a 
grand time to get off their chests

Argentina and 
Canada No Aid 
In Food Crisis

Washington, July 9—(/P)—Empty 
meat counters are causing many 
Americans to turn their eyes to- 
ward Canada and Argentina and 
to wonder why Ihey government 
doesn't import supplies from those 
meat-producing countries. 


Suggestions of this nature pour 
in on American food officials. 
The lallcr reply lhat it is impos- 
sible lo obtain meats from either 
country under the Allied program 
for coordinating purchases of the 
fighting nations. 
Canada's exportable surplus is 
being turned over to the United 
Kingdom and to liberated areas in 
Europe. Insofar as Canada is able 
to help supply the British and con- 
lincnlal Europe, demands of these 
groups upon this country's supply 
arc lessened. 


Argentina's

Air Assault 
on Japan Is 
in 34th Day

Guam, July 9 —(UP)— Twin at- 
tacks on Honshu and Kyushu cai> 
ried through its 34th slraight day 
today the pre-invasion softening up 
of Japan in which Superforts alone 
wore revealed to have been deliv- 
ering bombs at a rale of more than 
1,000 tons a day for 40 days.
